FAGAN. Rand began as an experiment. It vas a pioneering 
attempt by governmental and scientific leaders at the close 
of World War II to create the conditions and institutional 
framework necessary for a sustained analytic interdisciplinary 
research designed to solve national problems as well as to 
advance knowledge. The primary concern was the future 
security during which the problems of preserving peace were 
almost certain to grow more complex than before and more 
costly in terms of human and material resources. The first 
step came in 19*+6 with the establishment of Project Rand, a 
wide ranging research activity funded by the United States 
Air Force, then the Army Air Forces under a contract with the 
Douglas Aircraft Company. Project Rand remained under the 
Douglas stewardship for about three years as a special program 
separated and largely insulated from other Douglas operations. 
During that time plans were completed to establish an institu¬ 
tional setting more appropriate to the unique character of the 
project. The result was the Rand Corporation, founded in 19^8 
"as a wholly independent, non-profit corporation with it's own 
Board of Trustees. The Ford Foundation supplied initial 
operating capital for the institution and by the Fall of that 

















year the new corporation was ready to accept full responsibility 
for the Project hand contract. Air Force Project Rand remains 
today the largest of Rand's research contracts. The conditions 
under which Project Rand began operations were, in large measure 
responsible for it's future success. They've changed very 
little over the years. First, Rand's management has the freedom 
to identify problems it believes are revelant and fruitful 
to work on and to develop research programs cutting across 
scientific, economic, political, social and military dimen¬ 
sions of national, security issues. Second, Rand has broad 
access to classified and proprietary information in both 
government and industry. Third, Rand's only product is 
research. It can not profit from the marketplace implications 
of it's recommendations. Fourth, research at Rand pursues 
problems wherever they may lead without concern for special 
interests or bureaucratic positions on policy and technical 
issues. And finally the results of Rand's studies are made 
widely available through publication. Taken together, these 
conditions persist as a major innovation in research worked 
out under government contract. From it's beginning Project 
Rand was concerned with the wide range of subjects related to 
-the future needs of the nation. There were studies of ram 
jets and rocket engines, horon and other high energy fuels, 
analog and digital computers, radar detection, atmospheric 
physics, metal fatigue, air defense, nuclear propulsion, 




aircraft design, air traffic control and high energy —_ 

radiation. These studies were back up by a broad program 
of basic research and mathematics, physics, electronics 
and other fields relevant to the development and use of 
future aircraft, missiles and satellites. One of the earliest 
Rand studies, published in 19*+6> dealt with the feasibility 
and the usefulness of an artificial earth satellite. It 
laid the foundation for a continuing research program that 
would eventually yield hundreds of reports on space explor¬ 
ation for use in government policy making and also in space 
flight development programs. The Tyrus weather satellite, 
for example, has ancestral roots in a Rand report published 
in 1951. It's two authors were honored a decade later by 
the American Meteorological Society for their pioneering 
work in the planning of meteorological satellites. Space 
became a national issue in the United States on October 4, 1957> 
with the flight of Sputnik I. Soon afterward Rand was asked 
by the United States Congress to help prepare the most 
authoritive assessment which was possible at the time to give 
to the American people on the status of space science and 
future course of the U.S. Space Program. Rand's reports to the 
Congress was widely distributed by the Superintendent of 
Documents and was later published in a book form as a space 
handbook. Early Rand research on missile propellents led 
to the discovery of a process for manufacturing hydrazine 






that greatly decreased it's cost and made it a practical 
missile fuel. A Rand analysis led to the adoption of inflight 
refueling by the Air Force for it's long range missions. The 
first Rand report on the composition of the upper atmosphere 
down to ten thousand miles, a standard reference in the field 
for many years, was the basis for essential re-entry calcu¬ 
lation for satellitesand missiles. A Rand initiated research 
; v on new materials which contributed in a major way toward 
making titanium available in a production quantities for a 
military and commercial use. Because the physical problems 
of national security can not be understood apart from their 
causes and consequences, work was initiated early in the 
social sciences, particularly in economics and international 
relations. This was the beginning of broad Rand programs 
on strategic planning and intelligence, the psychology of 
warfare , the economics of defense planning, the scientific, 
economic and military potential with both the Soviet Union and 
Communist China and the process of social change and economic 
development in other regions of the world. The inclusion of 
experts in the social sciences on-Rand's staff served to 
broaden it's interdisciplinary approach to research and 
■resulted in studies which contributed to basic understanding 


of economics, foreign aid, arms control, organization theory 
and decision making, communications, game theory, conflict 
resolution, mental health, education and training, linguistics, 
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social welfare and many other facets of social behavior all 
within the broad definition of national security research. 
Increasingly in recent years, Hand has applied it’s research 
methods and skills to problems directly affecting the lives 
of Americans at home. The work has ranged from analyses of 
such subjects as water pollution, urban transportation, 
weather modification, energy demand and evaluation of compen¬ 
satory education. The biological studies of medical interest 
involving the co-operative efforts of engineers, physicians as 
in the application of fluid mechanics to problems of blood 
flow in the body and the studies of the fluid and heat transfer 
process in the human eye. Much of this work is a natural 
extension in both substance and method of Rand research 
carried out in other contexts. For example, knowledge obtained 
many years ago in the studies of environmental contamination 
caused by radioactive fallout from nuclear explosions has 
found application and research-on air and water pollution from 
other sources. Early Rand work on mathematical models of 
chemical processes used to analyze the composition of rocket 
exhaust is directly relevant to the simulation by computer 
of the processes of human blood biochemistry, respiration 
-and metabolism work nov; being carried out by Rand in co¬ 
operation with a number of medical schools and hospitals and 
the results have passed Rand work on ways to use public 
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resources more efficiently in the management of large defense 
department organizations. The techniques of program budgeting 
for instance are now being widely used to improve the management 
of city, state and federal agencies charged with serving the 
other public needs. The current program can be summarized 
in terms of four broad areas of research. One major area 
concerns the planning, procurement, support find operations of 
military forces. It includes studies of strategic and tactical 
forces, systems acquisition, logistics management and manpower/ 
personnel and training policies. A second area is international 
studies. Rand is working on political, economic and security 
situations in many regions in the world. Some of this activity 
is devoted to understanding the process of modernization in the 
less developed countries but much of it is focused on American 
security interests and commitments world wide. A third area 
deals with the problems of modern society at home, population, 
health care, education, transportation, communication, racial 
discrimination, poverty, housing, environmental pollution, 
public order and more generally the functions of government in 
providing public services. The fourth broad area underlies 
and contributes to all the others. It includes basic and 
applied research and science technology and methodology. 

Studies here seek fundamental advances in such fields as math¬ 
ematics, computer sciences, economics, physics and bio sciences 
and they seek to apply new knowledge to specific problems in 





these other fields. No single analytic technique is used in 
Rand's work. Rand has been a leader in the development and 
application of many techniques now widely used by analysts 
in government, industry and the scientific community. They 
include, for example, system simulation methods often involving 
the use of mathematical models, linear and dynamic programming, 
network theory, forecastic methods and it's decision theory, 
cost effectiveness analysis, sensitivity analysis and program 
budgeting. Methods are chosen according to .‘the .nature of 
the problem but there is a general approach to problem solving 
at Rand notable for it's attempt to see a problem whole and in 
it‘s proper context and to deal with it in a systematic way. 

Some important characteristics of the approach are that it 
looks critically at objectives, identifies and often designs 
alternative solutions and compares them on the basis of cost 
and effectiveness using quantitative models to make comparisons 
insofar as this can be done. It also treats uncertainty in an 
explicit way and tries to show how sensitive the results of the 
study are to changes in it's assumptions. The Rand staff brings 
together some 1,000 persons divided about equally between 
professional and support personnel. Rand also has some 650 
-consultants primarily in the universities. The names of the 
research departments headquartered in Santa Monica indicate 
broadly the kinds of professorial'skills and interests at 
Rand. Economics, engineering sciences, information sciences, 




management sciences, mathematics, physical sciences, resource 
analysis, social science, the system sciences. Each depart- 
ment undertakes research and analysis in it's special field 
but major studies typically crossed departmental lines and 
called.upon requisite professional abilities in the entire 
organization. Rand's work is supported by agencies of the 
federal government, by state and local governments, by it's 
own funds and on', contracts and by contracts and grants from 
private sources such as foundations, individuals and business

or industrial organizations, but only on the condition that 
privately sponsored work is clearly in the public interest 
and that it's results can be made generally available. Rand's 
principle client is the Air Force. Other research sponsors, 
present and past, include such cabinet agencies as the office 
of the Secretary of Defense, the Department of State, the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development and the Department 
of Transportation. They include other federal agencies 
such as the Atomic Energy Commission, the National Aero¬ 
nautics and Space Administration and the Agency for Inter¬ 
national Development, the Advanced Research Projects Agency, 
the National Science Foundation and the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, the Economic Development Administration, the 
Environmental Science Service Administration, the U.S. Patent 
Office and the National Institutes of Health, the National 
Library of Medicine and the National Institute of Law 






Enforcement and Criminal Justice. They also include state 
and local jurisdiction such as the State of Arkansas, the 
State of Illinois, the Port of New York Authority, the 
City of New York, the California Committee on Regional 
Medical Programs and the San Jose Unified School District 
and they include private institutions such as the Ford 
Foundation, the Rockefeller Foundation, the Alfred P. »->loan 
Foundation, the Carnegie Commission on Future Higher Education, 


the Carnegie Corporation of New York, the Russell Sage foundation, 
the John and Mary .R. Markel Foundation, the Hospital of the 
Good Samaritans and the New York and American Stock Exchanges. 

In an unprecedented effort to bring wide ranging scientific 
analysis to bear on the problems of urban government, the 
City of New York invited Rand in 1968, January of 1968, to develop- 
with the city a research program focused on some of New York's 
most urgent problems. The success of the co-operative project 
during it's first year led to the formation in April of 1969* 
of the New York City - Rand Institute, a permanent center for 
analysis of urban affairs administered and staffed by Rand and 
governed by the board of trustees, jointly selected by the city 
and Rand. From it's headquarters in New York the institute is 
■carrying forward on problems of fire protection, housing, health 
care, criminal justice, environmental pollution, welfare and 
the economic development of the city and also the deployment 
of municipal services. Ultimately it will attempt to eliminate 
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relationships among the physical, economic and social forces 
at work in the city with the aim of helping to improve urban 
life in Hew York and in other metropolitan centers across 


the country. Hand research findings are documented in reports, 
professional journals and books. Over ten thousand publications 


have been produced with some five hundred new titles published 
each year. More than three quarters of these are available to 
the general public either from Rand directly or from the more 
than two hundred major libraries that maintain Rand depository 
collections or from government operated documentation centers. 
Rand publications are indexed in selective Rand extracts which 
are distributed quarterly to several thousand libraries and 
research centers around the world. Rand has been the subject 
of more than the usual publicity a corporation usually gets. 

A book entitled "The Rand Corporation" was written by Bruce 
L.R. Smith, was published in 1966. Five years earlier a song, 
"The Rand Hymn" was composed by Meldina Reynolds and recorded 
by Pete Seeger. (song) A Rand employee played, later wrote a 
rejoiner to that song. 


"Oh the folk-singing crowd is a boon to the world, 

They sing all day for free. 

They sit and sing songs of injustice and wrong, 

For scapegoats they use you and me, honeybee, 

For scapegoats they use you and me. 

T'would be nice if our life were only a song, 

And it simply resolved as a chord, 

But it's not, can't be missed, Russian bombs do exist. 
It's the fact the folk singers ignored, dear Lord, 

It's the fact the folk singers ignored." 





Darla Kneer, a former employee at Hand talked last year about 
the Rand Corporation. She talked about classified clearances 
for employees. 







DARLA: Everybody at Rand has a top secret clearance. You have 
to have to work there. When you're hired you're put in an area 
called pre-clearance and it's fantastic. You're up on the 
fifth floor overlooking the ocean and you just get to the point 
where you sorta hope that there's, the clearance will be a little 
longer in getting there so you can sit and enjoy the magnificent 
view and you do very little work. You do nothing that requires 
any confidential or, or secret material. When you get your 
secret you are allowed into Rand building. You can, you can work 
there in whatever department you're in and sometime along the 
way you get your top secret. This is usually all manner of 
light work and paper work and so forth. It took me two months 
to get my secret and I think it was another, oh I think it was 
probably a total of six months before I got my top secret. Once 
you get your top secret clearance you have access to anything 
as"long as you have the need to know. The need to know depends 
on yovir project number. When you sign out for something you put 
down the project number for it. If you're working on a project 
that requires need to know then, then you have access to that. 
Most of the, the, probably 90$ of the material that I had that 
was top secret I did not take back to my office. I just went 
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down to the control room and used it down there without bothering 
to check it out and.you know locking it up in the safe every 
night and going through all that 'cause it was a hassle. If 
you lost something, you know, then there was a big hassle on 
where it was and all of that. It would not have been difficult 
at all to take anything out of there if you worked there. If 
you had a briefcase and you wanted to put anything in your 
briefcase and take it out with you when you went, you just took 
it out. The only problem would be when you left, you better 
have it back there. Any particular secret, top secret there, 
this is very loosly confidential controlled. Probably anybody 
could take anything out of there that was confidential and, you 
know, God knows, burn it in the fireplace or whatever. 

STEVE FEDDERMAN: Urn hum. 

DARLA: Secret and top secret had, had controls. They checked 
every six months to make sure that you had what you were 
supposed to have and nothing else. 

STEVE: What type of place did you find the Rand Corporation to be? 

DARLA: It was a delightful place to work. The atmosphere was on 

the whole relaxed. People worked at all hours. There was no 
hassle if you got there late or stayed late or left early unless 

you were a secretary or somebody who had to answer phones, you 

' 

know. Then they, then you were supposed to be there to answer 



the phones. I had one complaint. I wanted to do some work 
late at night time, got down there and found out that if you're 
a woman you can't work after, I think it's 11 o'clock or some¬ 
thing like that, without a man in your office, which I thought 
was pretty ridiculous 'cause they've got guards at every door, 
you know. Nobody's gonna come in and beat you over the head. 

But the people were all bright and interesting. The work was 

for the most part interesting. There were some dull aspects 

/ 

but for the most part it was interesting. The dress was pretty 
casual particularly in the summertime about when the students 
were there. Summer was very casual. 

PAUL: Another view of the Rand Corporation was presented by 
Anthony J. Russo, Jr., currently indicted on charges in connection 
with the releasing of the Pentagon papers. 

ANTHONY: It's a very sterile place. It's a place that is with, 

the ethic there is very much constrained by principles of sterile 
organizational logic, you understand? I mean you sorta get 
into your little slot man, and you stay there and there are formal 
seminars once in a while where people walk in very stiffly and 
debate very esoteric points and they say that's academic 
-freedom (unintelligible) rap, rap, rap, rap. You can rap as 
much as you want to about the delphi method or a systems analysis 
or optimising things or you can talk about social cost. That's 
a euphemism for people dying, starving, becoming poisoned, 
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social cost. So the jargon you see is very wierd. The jargon 

' 

blows your mind. There's as many, many, many things about the 
Rand Corporation that are straight out of Doctor Strangelove. 
Really, I mean I'm not kidding and one could go on and on and on 
about the various projects, about the various people, about 
the relationships with the government, about the principles of 
organizations like that and what they mean in there, in the 
politics of our society and what they mean to us, you know, 
because they really are very secret. They have, they have 
manipulative publ'ic relations men who say nothing, who say just 
'no comment' you know, we're not part of the government, we're 
proud of it and we don't have to say anything to anybody, (laugh) 
It's private, it's super private enterprise I would say. 

Private enterprise right up there next to the government in the 
form of a non-profit organization. 


PAUL: Russo also talked about his leaving at Rand. 
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ANTHONY: They fired me for, for political reasons really but 
they said it was because there was a budget cut-back. At the 
time I was the sole victim at a place that hired twenty thousand 
people^of the budget cut-back, you see. It was for political 
"reasons that my boss fired me and that's a long, very long, very 
detailed story and when, and when I get that story together, 
because these bureaucratic things are very complicated. When 
I get that story together I'll, I'll have a pretty good sized 
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book simply on that one story alone. 
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PAUL: Melvin Gurtov is another former employee at Rand and 
helped work on the Pentagon papers. He told'Of what happened 
to him after he left Rand. 

MELVIN: I left Rand, as it turns out, about two weeks after 

the first word broke that such a thing as the Pentagon papers 
existed and it was fortuitous in the sense that it, if I had 
been with Rand and the story had broken it would have been 
very difficult for me to speak out about my role in the Pentagon 
papers or more importantly about what I felt to be the continuing 
saga of the Pentagon papers in the Nixon administration's 
policies in Indo-China. But as it turns out I, I did leave 
on June 30 and that gave me every right to speak out. But one 
thing that might be of interest to you is something that I 
haven't mentioned until something, an event, happened just the 
other day, is that since leaving Rand and since giving support 
to Dan Ellsberg and since speaking out about the Pentagon papers, 
my feelings about it, my role in their, in their development, 

Rand has gone to some lengths to try to make me a non-person 
within it's organization. The event that I have in mind which 
'is only the culmination of a series of others is that just 
yesterday in fact, which is to say September 20, I was told by 
the people who were going to publish my latest book that Rand, 
which owns the copyrite to it, has, wants to disassociate 
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itself completely from the book. That it doesn't want to have 
the copyright although it does want to._have the royalties and 
it wants the publisher to call back all copies of the book 
that have been printed and bound so that the name Rand Corporation 
can be taken off the jacket, taken off the title page, taken off 
the back of 'the book and so on and this is a, a rather stupid 
and petty sort of thing but it's only, as I say,the latest of 
a series of other moves that Rand has made in their great dismay 
over my speaking out. Why in the world they thought that once 
having left Rand I would do otherwise is beyond me but of course 
Rand's management is running scared at the moment. They don't 
want to do anything that might conceivably offend their Defense 
Department clients and so they do such silly things as this.

STEVE: You said this is one of a series of other things for the 
(unintelligible). 

MELVIN: Yes. One other thing is that I'm no longer allowed on 
the Rand premises. This, after five years of faithful service. 

I'm not allowed to see any of my, of my good friends within the 
organization, within Rand. I can only see them outside. Secondly 
there were two studies that I had completed at Rand and which 
-normally would have gone through the publication process, as it 
happens that both of them are classified but I think both of them, 
both these studies would have been of interest to a number of 
people working on China and Indo-China within the government 
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community. The Rand and in co-operation with it's clients in 

the Defense Department have managed to, in effect, to suppress 

* 

these two papers. Not because necessarily they're in conflict 


with American policy but simply because they have my name on 
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them and I gather there's this rather insane, irrational belief 
that somehow since I'm an ex-Rand type my name should no longer 
appear on, on Rand documents. So these are a few of the ways 

> 

in which Rand is trying it's best to, to remove me from their 
roster. 

STEVE: And they've taken your gold plaque off the... 
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MELVIN: I'm happy to say there's no such thing. But if there

were one I wouldn't be surprised. 

STEVE: You said that you can't see your friends who work inside 
the Rand Corporation. I'm sure that you've talked to them however. 
What has been a re., what, you were there when the Pentagon 
papers were released. What was their reaction inside Rand when 
that took place?

MELVIN: In the two weeks before I left the people were still, 

to the extent that they were interested, were still I think 
grappling around for the full meaning of, of what all this was. 

I, I suppose I too was trying to, to figure out what, what the 

■ . 
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full significance in the papers was. So it's really very hard 
to generalize about such a large organization as Rand. 

Typically those people who were and are friendly with Dan 
Ellsberg, and who were and are doves.on the war, were sympathetic 
although I think probably 99. 5 % of everyone at Rand, it's fair 
to say, would, would not even conceive of doing what he did. 

But as far as publication of the Pentagon papers and viewing 
that as a step toward putting pressure on the administration 
to end the war, I think that the doves would support what he 
did and the hawks would denounce him. 

PAUL: Gurtov also related an incident which he, Daniel Ellsberg 
and four other Rand employees took part. 

MELVIN: The end of 1969, six of us at Rand, including Dan, 

got together and wrote this letter to the "New York Times/'and 

the "Washington Post", critical of American policy. We had, in 

the Fall of '69, we had gotten together, these six of us and we 

talked about different ways in which we might voice our dissent 

from American policy and a number of things we discussed such as 

conference or a series of papers or what have you and then, I 

don't remember who's idea it was but the idea did come up of a 

'letter to the "New York Times/ 1 and we all went along with this as 

a silent suggestion although we knew that there might very well 

be strong objections from Rand management because after all 

this was somewhat unprecedented for a dissenting which sent 
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those voices to be heard in the form of a letter to the editor. 
Neverless we vent ahead with it and we hammered out, over a period 
of about a week, the letter that we sent. It's to Hand manage¬ 
ment's everlasting credit I must say that there was really no 
major objection to our sending the letter ahead. Of course 
there were people who were somewhat uneasy about it but we 
really had a very little difficulty in sending the letter on 
and we did it. I think the letter today reads still very well 
even after two years and but after that we did not do anything 
further. Of course it was not too much later that Dan left Hand 
and we just, there was no further effort made to, to voice our 
feelings. 


STEVE: Can you remember any part of that letter that particularly 
sticks with you today? 

MELVIN: The, well the basic point of the letter was that the, 

the costs of our involvement were running so high and would 

continue to run very high that it was simply absurd or so we 

thought to continue this effort. Ho matter how one measures 

the costs, you know, there are costs here at home and there are 

costs abroad and we simply offered the opinion as policy analysists* 

that the time to get out was rapidly, at the, when we wrote the 

letter we said within one year to withdraw completely and without 

basing our withdrawal on any pre-conditions, which is not to say we 

didn't, weren't interested in negotiations but that we on the 
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other hand we didn't feel that negotiations v/ere, should be 
critical to our withdrawal and we did not hedge as far as 
possible repercussions in Southeast Asia of our withdrawal. 

We indicated that surely there would be adverse consequences 
as well as good consequences flowing from our withdrawal but 
that in any event that these consequences would be a lot higher 
two years, three years, five years from that point than if we 
withdrew then and I think it's certainly coming to pass. 

STEVE: You said there were a few people that, you made it 
sound like at least, that signed the letter. There was yourself, 
Dan Ellsberg... 

MELVIN: Right. 

STEVE: Who else. Were you the only two? 

MELVIN: No. There were four others. In the economics department 
Oleg Hoeffding and the others were in social science, Arnold 
Horelick, Konrad Kellen, and Paul Langer. 

fAUL: Following the release of the Pentagon papers that 
particular letter was brought into the public spotlight. One 
Rand employee told Newsweek Magazine that Rand's president, 

Harry S. Rowen, should have alerted the security people when 
Ellsberg and.the five other Rand workers signed the letter. On 
the subject of returning classified documents Gurtov had this 
to say. 
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MELVIN: Every member of Rand is required to sign a statement 
that vhen he leaves the organization he will turn over all 
classified materials, which is what I did. VJhen it comes to 

i j*, . r j, 

higher officials I don't know whether they actually do sign 
such a statement but, and of course that's something that 
Ellsberg's lawyers will want to look into. But even if they 
don’t I'm sure there is some kind of, of understanding that 


they have no special right to take any classified materials with 




them when they leave.

PAUL: Lone before the Pentagon papers were released Rand was

PAUL: We hope that- the past 40 minutes have brought some new 
insights on the Rand Corporation, that "Place" in Santa Monica. 
This program was written and produced by Steve Fedderman. 
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Regarding RUSSO's allegation that his termination 
at Rand was "political" and that he was the only one laid off 
in a budget cut-back, RICHARD BEST, Director of Security, Rand 
Corporation, has advised that RUSSO was one of many laid off 
at that time. In fact, when RUSSO was terminated as a regular 
employee, he was retained as a consultant until September 1969, 
A at which time all consultant contracts are either renewed or 
' **' dropped. As there was no work in RUSSO's field at that time 
he was dropped as a consultant. RUSSO's termination papers 
reflect he was eligible for rehire if work came up.

Tauro , United States Attorney, David B. .Vim-k, and U arnn P. Reese, Assist¬ 
ant United States Attorney*, were on motion to dismUs and memorandum ui 
opposition to stay, for appellee. 

February 11,1972 

Coffix, Circuit Judge. Daniel Ellsberg, a defendant in a 
pending criminal prosecution initiated by an indictment in 
the Central District of California, seeks a protective order 
barring a grand jury sitting in the District of Massachusetts 
(Boston) from gathering evidence which would bo relevant 
to Kis trial in California. The district court denied the 
motion, basing its decision on the prosecution’s representa¬ 
tion “that its purpose in calling witnesses [in Boston] is 
not to obtain testimony or other evidence tending to prove 
the charge or charges fin California] but to determine

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whether any offense or offenses against the United States 
may have been committed within the District of Massachu¬ 
setts.” Movant, now asks for a stay of the denial pending 
appeal. 

The California indictment charges Ellsberg with unlawful 
possession of classified government documents (IS U.S.C. 
§ 793(e)) and with unlawful conversion of such documents 
to his own use (18 U.S.C. $ 641). In addition, Ellsberg, 
Anthony Russo and “others unknown” are eharged with 
entering into a conspiracy with two other named but un¬ 
indicted eo-eonspirators “to defraud the United States . . . 
£by] defeating its lawful governmental function, of control¬ 
ling the dissemination of classified Government studies”, 
more specifically, by receiving the Pentagon Papers, copying 
them, and communicating them to unauthorized persons. 
Trial is -scheduled to commence in from six to ten weeks. 

The protective order which movant seeks would bar the 
prosecution from asking any witness subpoenaed to testify 
before the Boston grand jury questions bearing on the 
charge that he, Ellsberg, had conspired to communicate the 
Pentagon Papers to unauthorized persons, as broadly 
charged in the California indictment. The request is based 
on movant’s assertion that use of the powerful-and essen¬ 
tially unreviewable grand jury process in Ronton to aid 
preparation of the government’s case in California would 
subvert the protections accorded a defendant bj' ffiu Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procedure and would consequently jeop¬ 
ardize his right to a fair trial on the pending charges. 
Although movant’s argument, so put, contains due process 
elements, he appeals principally for an execdise of this 
court’s general supervisory powers. 

Although the attorneys for the government—the same 
three being responsible for both the presentation before the 
Boston grand jury and the California trial jury—have 
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stated that the principal purpose of the Boston proceedings 
is to ascertain whether offenses against the United States, 
other than those already charged in the California indict¬ 
ment, have been committed and have expressly disavowed 
any intent to utilize the Boston grand jury “to extract testi¬ 
mony for use ... in Los Angeles”, they candidly admit that 
the investigation here may turn up some evidence relevant 
to the California proceedings. As long as such evidence 
remains a necessary—though usable—byproduct of the 
Boston investigation and is not allowed to disturb the focus 
of that investigation, however, the government contends 
that such evidence is properly usable in the California trial. 
It also believes that the Boston grand jury is not foreclosed 
from inquiring into events in Boston which “suggest other 
aspects” of the conspiracy alleged in the California indict¬ 
ment or “separate conspiracies involving Daniel Ellsberg 
as a central figure”. 

As to the present appeal, the government challenges on 
jurisdictional grounds our power to issue a staj, arguing 
that the district court’s denial of the motion for a protective 
order was not a final determination of movant’s rights under 
28 U.S.C. $ 1291, citing Gobbledick v. United States, 309 U.S. 
323 (1940); DiBella v. United States, 369 U.S. 121 (1962); 
and In re Grand Jury Investigation of Violations (General 
Motors), 318 F.2d 533 ( 2d Cir.), cert, dismissed, 375 U.S. 
802 (1963). In the usual case in which the grand jury inves¬ 
tigation and any subsequent trial are likely to be confined 
to a single jurisdiction, we would be inclined to agree with 
the government’s contention. Our problem here is espe¬ 
cially vexing, however, because we are not so sure that any 
other forum exists for a final testing or full review of 
movant’s claim. Nor, the government admits, is it, suggest¬ 
ing only that all would not be lost were we to decline juris¬ 
diction now since the Massachusetts District Court could, if 
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necessary, exercise its continuing supervisory power and 
would retain its power to discipline the individual govern¬ 
ment attorneys in the event a breach of trust were later 
brought to our attention. 

In several significant respects, the present case differs 
from those cited to us by the government. Cobbledick dealt 
with a grand jury witness who could assure himself of a 
final decision by provoking a contempt citation. DiBella 
concerned a pre-indictment movant for suppression of evi¬ 
dence who could have his day in court by moving to suppress 
at his own criminal trial. In re Grand, Jury Investigation 
of Violations involved a factual situation much closer to the 
present case. But although the Second Circuit refused to 
disturb the district court ruling being appealed there it had 
considerable difficulty pointing out where the party seeking 
to quash grand jury subpoenas allegedly being used to pro¬ 
duce evidence for a criminal prosecution against it. General 
Motors, could get real protection in the event it would ulti¬ 
mately prove an abuse of the grand jury process. 318 F.2d 
at 538.1 

The nature of movant’s claim is a large and compendious 
one. The rule, as accurately stated by Professor Moore, 
does not differ markedly from the general position staked 
out by the government: “It is improper to use the grand 
jury for the purpose of preparing an already pending in¬ 
dictment for trial. But the courts have generally held that 
where another purpose is predominant, the fact that the 
government may derive incidental benefit from a grand jury 
proceeding does not preclude its use.” The classic case, 
In re National Window Glass Workers, 287 Fed. 219 (N.D. 
Ohio 1922), dealt with a grand jury subpoenaing the same

Procedure gives movant no rigid disclosure, except „p„„ 
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appellate jurisdiction. 2 

But the same problem of immensity of claim that inclines 
us to take appellate jurisdiction also poses the most serious 
problem in structuring an intervention in such a way as to 
respect the independent role of the grand jury while at the 
same time giving absolute protection to movant. 'Ye cannot, 
for example, subscribe to the protective order requested and 
attempt to bar the.grand jury from inquiring of a witness 
whether movant communicated the Pentagon Papers to an 
unauthorized person. In the first place, such a transaction 
could be a separate crime committed in Massachusetts, im¬ 
plicating additional prospective defendants, as well as 
being germane to the California trial. In the second place, 
we give credence to the government attorneys when they 
say that they do not know in advance what testimony will be 
forthcoming from a witness. And. finally, we recognize the 
futility both of barring questions which might occur to che 
jurors themselves and of policing the questions which could 
be put. This case presents neither the threat t« a witness’s 
constitutional rights nor the feasibility of remedy present 
in In re September 1971 Grand Jury Richard J. Mora. — 
F.2d — (7th Cir. Dec. 1, 1971), where the court required 
an affidavit in open court demonstrating the reasonableness 
of compelling handwriting examplars. Xor can we devise 
any feasible system for the court’s exercise of its super¬ 
visory powers, such as a review of the questions asked. Such 
a system, to provide complete assurance to movant, would 
involve exposing the entire grand jury transcript to movant 
on the basis of generalized suspicion. Cf. United States v. 
Proctor £ Gamble Co., supra. We are not willing, under the 


* Although both parties hare briefly argued the issue of the standing of 
movant to Kfck a protective order, we have, in the absence of substantial 
authority on point, subsumed this issue under that of applicability. It seems 
to us that if morant faces possihle action to his prejudice i/i Massachusetts, 
and has no sure opportunity of full review elsewhere, he mart have standing 
to raise the issue here. 
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authority of our supervisory powers, to direct cither kind 
of intervention in grand jury procedures on tlie facts of the 
present case. 

We recognize, in short, that grand jury proceedings can¬ 
not he policed in any detail. It is a price we pay for grand 
jury independence that sometimes people are indicted on 
the basis of evidence tainted in part by hearsay, Costello v. 
United States, 350 U.S. 359 (1956), or of illegally obtained 
evidence, Lati n v. United States, 355 U.S. 339 (1958). Xor 
is a grand jury narrowly confined in its objectives, Hale v. 
Henkel, 201 U.S. 43 (1906), Diair v. United States, 250 U.S. 
273 (1919). And, even when a grand jury produces evidence 
but does not return an indictment, that is insufficient to em¬ 
bargo its fruits. United States v. Proctor & Gamble, supra. 

On the other Land, we are sensitive to the possibilities of 
abuse of the grand jury process which are inherent in the 
p:?«ent situation. As Moore has observed. “The govern¬ 
ment has at its disposal one of the most effective discovery 
mechanisms yet devised—the grand jury. This body may 
call witnesses under compulsory process and examine them 
in secret under oath, unhampered by the rules of evidence 
or an adversary counsel’s cross-examination, or in the case 
of a ‘prospective defendant’ by Fifth Amendment immu¬ 
nity. [citations omitted].” 8 Moore’s Federal Practice 
fl 16.08 [1], at 16-100 (2d ed. 1970). 

The problem is akin to that of using the wide-ranging 
discovery procedure available under the Federal Rules of 
Civil Procedure to gather evidence for a criminal prosecu¬ 
tion. This practice has been the subject of critical comment, 
see, e.g., Note, Stay of Discovery in Civil Court to Protect 
Proceedings in Concurrent Criminal Action—The Pattern 
of Remedies, 66 Mich. L. Rev. 738 (1968), but is not easily 
forbiej^n. United States v. Kordel, 397 U.S. 1 (1969). The 
Court in Kordel, however, specifically noted that the issue 
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there faced was not one in which the government brought a 
civil action “solely to obtain evidence for the criminal 
prosecution”, id. at 11-12. Here we confront not only a 
broadly-phrased indictment in California, and a grand jury 
inquiry on the home ground of the movant, but an identity 
of prosecutors in the two proceedings. The difficulties they 
face in not confusing their roles, with the consequent poten¬ 
tial for distortion of the role of the grand jury, cannot be 


dismissed as unreal. 

We conclude that there is a modest though necessarily 
incomplete, protection which we can give movant, consistent 
with our respect for the integrity of the Boston grand jury. 
While, in the absence of a compelling showing of the proba¬ 
bility of abuse, a total review, either here or there, of that 
jury’s proceedings before movant’s trial in California is 
not warranted, United States v. Proctor <£ Gamble, supra at 
683, the record will be available here in the event that dis¬ 
ciplinary ac.ion against the prosecutors should ever be 
called for. Moj • important from the movrnt’s point of view 
is the possibility of the California trial court's own scrutiny, 
pre-trial, of the testimony of such witnesses before the 
Boston grand jury as are expected to be called as witnesses 
at the California trial. 

It is of course clear that the recent amendments to the 
Jencks Act, the restrictions surrounding the disclosure of 
grand jury proceedings in Rule 6(e), F.R. Crim.P., and 
even the proposed amendment to Rule 16(a)(3) 3 give a

The Supreme Court in Dennis v. United 
States, 384 U.S. 853, 870 (1966), referring to this power, 
quoted the statement in United States v. Socony-Varunm 
Oil Co., 310 l'.S. 150, 234 (1940), “after the grand jury’s 
functions are ended, disclosure is wholly proper where the 
ends of justice require it.” See also Gibson v. United States , 
403 F.2d 1G6,167 (i).C. Cir. 19GS). and cases cited therein. 

"U ere transcripts of the Boston grand jury testimony 
available to the California trial court, it Mould be possible 
for such pre-trial scrutiny to be made, in camera. Cf. Rule 
16(e), F.R. Crim.P.: 18 U.S.C. $ 3500(c): ABA Standards, 
Discovery and Procedure Before Trial § 4.6, at 104-06 (Ap¬ 
proved Draft 1970): Taylianetti v. United States, 394 U.S. 
316 (1969) (per curirm). In the unlikely event that scrutiny 
c.‘ a number of w messes’ transcript® led the cour? to sus¬ 
pect that the Boston grand jury might in fact have been used 
dominantly to prepare for the California trial, it could con¬ 
duct a more comprehensive review. The court might at some 
point conclude that the ends of justice would be served by 
such full disclosure. Short of this, the court could proscribe 
the calling of a witnessWhose testimony in Boston appeared 
to have been elicited chiefly for its contribution to the trial 
in California. This partial proscription would have been the 
result in United States v. Dardi, 330 F.2d 316 (2d Cir.), 
cert, denied, 379 U.S. 845 (1964), had the trial court con¬ 
cluded that a witness had been called before a grand jury 
largely to gather evidence for an ongoing trial. To be sure, 
such an inquiry may not uncover fruits stemming from 
Boston disclosures, but, as the Second Circuit observed in 
In re Grand Jury Investigation of Violations, supra at 537, 
a motion for suppression of evidence may seek to encompass 
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such fruits, “which is often quite as difficult of ascertain¬ 
ment as the benefits of the Government’s allegedly improper 
discovery would be here. M 

In saying whrtt we have said, we most particularly do 
not wish to be understood as asserting any competence to 
advise another federal court about the conduct of its busi¬ 
ness. All we seek is to assure the availability of testimony 
to the California court if it should see fit to make use of it. 

e do have and therefore exercise our power here to require 
the prosecutors who are presenting matters to the Boston 
grand jury to make available to the District Court of Central 
California the transcripts of testimony of each witness, if 
- any, whom the government intends to call at trial in Cali¬ 
fornia, as seasonably as feasible. This will allow that couTt 
the opportunity, if it wishes to avail itself of it, to survey 
the proposed testimony to judge whether, at least as to the 
putative witnesses, the Boston grand jury was decoyed 
into serving primarily as a discovery device for the vovem'l “ 
meat’s trial preparation. 

Subject to this requirement, we deny the motion for stay.
